Horace  Mann,  deeply  impressed 
through  observing  Pestalozzi's  work,  further  demonstrated  to  the  Bay  State  the 
value  of  better  trained  teachers. 

The  Maryland  State  Normal  has  developed  since  1866  from  a  one-room 
professional  center  of  eleven  students  to  our  own  school  of  nearly  seven  hundred 
enrollment.  This  million  dollar  educational  investment  was  made  by  the  State 
of   Maryland   fifteen  years  ago. 

The  members  of  the  Class  of  1930  hope  that  here  our  ambitions  have  been 
crystallized  into  one — Service !  May  this  service  grow  more  universal  through 
increasing  contacts  with  our  fellowmen.

The  class  ap])ointed  a  property  committee,  a  stage  committee,  and  a  costume 
committee  in  order  to  give  all  children  a  share  in  the  responsibility  for  the  play.
